It 
nurtures  and  promotes  the  Fine  Arts.  There  is  probably 
no  secular  organization  of  women  in  the  world  that  has 
exerted  the  fine  influence  of  the  Woman’s  Club.  The 
Woman’s  Club  has  trained  many  of  the  women  who  are 
carrying  on  in  all  fields  of  public  service. 

A  club  woman  is  in  every  sense  a  progressive  citizen. 
She  is  quick  to  respond  to  all  efforts  for  the  public  good. 
She  has  a  ready  hand  to  aid  the  unfortunate.  She  studies 
always  the  protection  of  the  child  and  the  home. 

In  our  city  the  work  of  the  club  woman’s  hands  is 
seen  in  a  public  library,  good  health  conditions,  beauti¬ 
ful  gardens,  trained  home-makers,  a  love  of  good  books, 
music,  and  art.  Our  club  women  have  contributed  a 
large  share  toward  developing  our  citizenship  mentally, 
morally,  and  physically.
